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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chang(5,032,846). 

Claim 1 , figure 2 discloses a flexible base plate(13) having support mounts(12 & 
40) mounted near its perimeter, a mounting base(10) having an outer housing(17A & 
17B) and an inner block(24) supporting the antenna(1 1) where the inner block(24) is 
pivotally mounted from the outer housing(17A & 17B) and the mounting base(10) is 
mounted over the flexible base plate(13) within the perimeter of the flexible base 
plate(13) so that when mounted on a vehicle surface(fig. 1) the flexible base plate(13) 
will flex and accommodate the vehicle surface.
